EARLSDON 

SCHOOL 


Researched by Mrs M. MONTES 
Local Historian 


This, then, uas the qpening 
entry in Earisdon School's 
first Log Book which covered 
the day to day running of the 
school from its opening up to 
the 29th July, 1915, a period 
of 33 years . In this article, 
and in future ones, I hope to 
trace the school 's history 
from its conception to its 
birth and later its growth 
and development . 


except for the older and more 
robust children. One or two 
of the Methodist Sunday 
School teachers began to take 
classes in the Chapel during 
the week, but they were 
inexperi enced and only able 
to teach a little reading and 
writing. Mule this was 
better than nothing, it 
obvious/y /e/7 far short of 
v hat the 1870 Education Bill 
stipulated should be provided 


for every child. Also, of 
course, it did not cater for 
those children who were not 
Methodists and did not attend 
the Sunday School. 

Finally, it appears that 
the Coventry Education 
Department also was not happy 
wdth the state of affairs, 
and intimations reached 
Earisdon that the School 
Board 'intended to extend its 


The Earisdon Estate had 
been established 30 years 
before and now consisted of 
125 houses scattered 
throughout the 9 streets, 
with a population of about 
650 people, including some 
250 chi ldren under the age of 
1U. Most of these children, 
if they went to school at 
all , att ended Span St reet , St 
Thomas's or one of the 
several private or charity 
schools in the City. 

In 1873 the Wesleyan 
Methodists, who constitute a 
high proportion of the 
populationof the estate, had 
taken over and converted an 
old Ribbon Weaving Factory in 
Cronwell Street (now/ Berkeley 
Road South ) into a Chapel and 
Sunday School . But it became 
increasingly evident that 
local facilities were needed 
for the secular education of 
the children. The difficulty 
of the daily journey to and 
from the City, particularly 
in bad weather, made regular 
attendance there impossible

powers 9 to cover the estate , 
This created sane concern 
amongst the Earlsdon 
inhabitants, Wio wished to 
tib in tain their autonony and 
keep their independence from 
the City and the City Rates . 

life 1 1 over half of the 
v irking men in Earlsdon were 
wat chunkers , highly skilled 
craftsmen, proud of their 
status, their better housing 
and working condi t ions. They 
seemed to feel a sense of 
superiority and independence 
vfoich led to that well-known 
tradition of Earlsdon pecple 
feeling themselves a cut 
above the City folk. They 
also recogni sed the importance 
of a good education for their 
children . 


It was natural, therefore, 
that public meetings should 
be called, the first on 
January 16th, 1882 to elect a 
committee to investigate the 
alternatives, and the second, 
on March 1st to hear the 
recoiTjnendations of that 
committee . These were that a 
voluntary system, under the 
a egi s of the Bri tish and 
Foreign School s Soci ety , 
vhich would qualify them for 
a Government grant of £80 per 
100 scholars, wouid be the 
most simple and economic. The 
Methodist Chapel premises 
could be hired at £15 per 
annum, a certificated fthster 
appointed at a salary of £70 
per annum and an assistant 
teacher at a salary of £30 
per annum , j411 this, plus 

equipment for the school , 
vtould have to be financed by 
a voluntary tax paid by the 
inhabitants, augmented by a 
subscript ion from the London 
North hfest Railway, whose

line bordered the estate, by 
the Government grant and by 
the pence paid by the 
scholars themselves, 3d. or 
4 d- each per week. The 
school, it was hoped, would 
he self supporting within 3 
years. It was to be 
supervised by a committee who 
would be responsible for the 
finances, and , together with 
the Afester, the running of 
the school, and who would 
make regular visits of 
inspection to keep a check on 
the children r s progress. 

The visiting members of the 
committee were also required 
by the Government to check 
that the number of children 
mark ed as present in the 
register tallied with the 
number who actually were 
present - it was not prepared 
to trust the Afester's 
integrity where sonuch money 
£80 per year - was 
involved!

MAKE YOUR OWN 
SOLITAIRE GAME 


It is very easy to make 
your owi Solitaire Board 
that can also be used to 
play Fox and Geese.
